SPANISH SHOES IN ST. LOUIS. 


Traveler Ryland Has Several Pairs of 
Samples Furnished Soldiers in 
Cuba by Spain. 


A peculiar pair of shoes is in the posses- 
sion of Mr. W. 'H. Ryland, a traveler for a 
St. Louis shoe company. Mr. Ryland repre- 
sents his company in Florida, and while in 
Tampa recently he purchased the peculiar 
shoes from a customer, who had secured 


them at a United States auction sale of 
articles captured on the Spanish _ ships 
taken as prizes during the late foreign war. 

he shoes are part of a large lot manu- 
factured in Spain and sent to the Spanish 
soldiers in Cubo on board the transport 
Alphonso XII,, which had the ill-luck to 
fall into the clutches of an American man- 
of-war. The ship and her cargo were con- 
demned and ordered sold by the United 

States Prize Court, 

The Tampa shoe merchant purchased sev- 
eral pair as curiosities, 

The shoe .i6 made of extremely heavy, 
untanned bull hide, and is as crude as 
those produced in this country 100 years 
ago. t is somewhat similar to the old 
brogan. It is entirely unlined and the up- 
pers have simply eyelets, hooks be!ng prob- 
ably an unknown luxury in poor, benighted 
Spain. The heel is made without the coun- 
ter which, shoemakere say, more than all 
else strengthen and support the foot and 
ankle. The soles are nailed and the nails 
clinched on the inside, thus affording a 
rather hard surface upon which the Don 
may rest his tender foot. The entire shoe 
is poorly constructed and can stand little 
wear. Spain has not our labor-saving ma- 
chinery nor the skill of our manufacturers, 
and so the cost of the shoe there will 
amount to about 65 cents, while here it 
could readily be reduced to 30 cents. 

Perfaps the most interesting fact is that 
the pair in Mr. Ryland’s possession. a 7B 
according to American sizes. were the 
iargest in the entire shipment, the average 
being a 5. In American army shoes the 
average is an . and the largest an 11. 
This readily shows the difference in s ze of 
the average Yankee foot, compared w_ th 
that of the average Don, and, perhaps, in 
a small measure, accounts for the glorious 
reeults Me gy = by.
